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WATER  SUPPLY . 


The  water  obtained  from  all  Sources  is  of  good  quality, 
and  no  treatment  other  than  chlorination  is  necessary. 

Progress  towards  the  formation  of  a  Water  Board,  in 
conjunction  with  neighbouring  Authorities,  was  continued 
during  the  year,  and  sufficient  information  was  available  at 
its  close  to  make  it  clear  that  this  Authority  would  cease  as 
a  Water  Undertaking  on  1st  April,  1962. 

Nevertheless,  the  Council  continued  its  progressive 
work  in  making  further  supplies  available,  and  the  major  scheme, 
begun  during  the  year,  was  part  of  the  Stage  II  Co-ordination 
Scheme  which  is  aimed  at  increased  yield  from  the  Market 
Weighton  Borehole  to  augument  supplies  in  the  Beverley  Rural 
District.  In  the  previous  year  difficulty  had  been  experienced 
in  providing  ample  supplies  to  the  community  of  Pocklington, 
and.  a  new  main  was  laid  from  Ousethorpe  to  the  Chapel  Hill 
reservoir  to  supply  the  available  distribution  system  from 
two  directions.  Early  indications  were  that  the  new  main  had 
fulfilled  its  purpose. 

Although  demand  increased  during  the  year,  supplies  were 
well  maintained  to  the  District  and  to  neighbouring  Authorities. 

The  additional  works  put  in  hand  the  previous  year  did  much  to 
assist  the  regularity  of  supply. 

66  new  connections  were  made,  and.  the  metered,  supplies 
total  1,349. 

Bulk  supplies  are  fed  to  Howaen  Rural  District  Council, 
and  Beverley  Rural  District  Council,  at  Shipton  Lane,  Har swell, 
Laytham  arid  Ellerton.  Norton  Rural  District  Council  receive  a 
supply  at  Thixendale  and  further  connections  are  provided  at 
Elvington  (Derwent  Rural  District  Council)  and  Stamford  Bridge 
(Flaxton  Rural  District  Council)  -  which  can  be  used  in  times 
of  emergency. 

There  are  approximately  200  miles  of  mains  in  the  District. 

The  water  extracted  during  the  year  was  404,901,000  gallons. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  99$  of  the  population 
of  the  Rural  District  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a  piped  water  supply, 
and  the  1 $  is  almost  confined  to  the  Parishes  of  G-oodmanham  and 
Market  Weighton,  in  an  area  v/hich  will  be  catered  for  in  the 
future,  under  the  Co-ordination  scheme.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  in 
Pocklington  and  Market  Weigh ton,  and  the  bins  are  uplifted  from 
rear  of  the  premises.  In  the  remaining  parishes,  the  collection 
is  at  fortnightly  intervals,  and  from  the  kerbside. 

Two  vehicles  of  the  ’’Fore  and  Aft  Tipping”  type  are 
driven  by  diesel  engine,  and  are  in  operation  to  carry  out  the 
collections.  The  tips  are  situated  at  Yapharn  Mill  and  Skelfrey, 
and  the  former,  which  receives  the  bulk  of  the  collections,  is 
controlled  by  a  full-time  Tip  Attendant.  Due  to  the  reduction 
in  hours  and  the  extension  of  collection  routes,  an  additional 
loader  was  employed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Each 
vehicle  is  operated  by  a  Driver  and  two  loaders. 
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SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


During  the  year  the  extension  to  the  existing  sewage  scheme 
at  Stamford  Bridge  was  completed,  in  so  far  that  the  bulk  of 
sewerage  produced  in  this  Community  was  being  dealt  with,  and  when 
the  year  closed,  only  a  few  minor  items  remained  outstanding. 
Wilberfoss  and  Newton- on-Derwent  Scheme  showed  good  progress,  and 
the  works  were  brought  into  operation  in  the  Autumn.  The  scheme 
was  virtually  completed  in  so  far  as  the  sewers  and  Disposal  Works 
were  concerned,  and  most  of  the  properties,  which  were  still  to  be 
connected  to  the  new  sewers  were  those  which  had  not  previously 
enjoyed  a  water  carriage  system. 

A  start  was  made  on  a  system  of  sewers  and  pumping  stations 
in  Melbourne  to  be  worked  in  conjunction  with  an  existing  Disposal 
Works  which  had  been  installed  originally  by  the  Air  Ministry.  The 
scheme  included  measures  for  the  restoration  of  these  works. 

Despite  adverse  ground  conditions,  the  scheme  was  well  under  way 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  biggest  project  in  this  field  that  the  Council  has 
tackled  so  far  was  begun  in  August,  when  the  Pocklington  group 
scheme  commenced.  The  first  job  that  was  tackled  was  the 
installation  of  a  new  storm  relief  culvert  through  the  Market 
Place,  which  forms  the  very  heart  of  Pocklington.  Every  effort 
was  made  to  minimise  any  hardship  and  inconvenience  to  the 
shopkeepers,  and  general  public,  by  the  Council  and  Contractors. 

It  is  to  everyone’s  credit  that  the  timetable  was  adhered  to 
for  street  closures,  despite  the  adverse  effect  on  unseen  works, 
v/hich  became  necessary  after  excavation.  A  start  was  made  on 
the  remainder  of  the  scheme  later  in  the  year,  and  good  progress 
was  maintained  so  that  an  earlier  completion  than  envisaged  was 
confidently  expected.  This  scheme  provides  for  the  sewering  of 
Allerthorpe,  Barrnby  Moor  and  Sutton  Lane  to  a  new  disposal  works 
at  Pocklington,  which  is  to  replace  the  existing  works,  which  is 
grossly  overloaded  and  totally  ineffective. 

The  Council  received  a  report  from  the  Consulting  Engineers 
on  a  proposed  scheme  for  Market  T.7 eight on  district,  which  could 
cater  for  the  villages  of  Londesborough,  Shiptonthorpe,  Gocdmanham 
and  Sancton  and  the  increased  flow  at  Market  "Weight  on,  which  cannot 
be  dealt  with  adequately  by  the  present  Disposal  system.  It  was 
resolved  that  the  scheme  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval. 
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The  increased  number  of  Septic  Tanks  in  the  District 
brought  additional  demands  on  the  Council’s  service  for  cleaning 
operations, and  the  fact  that  many  of  these  new  tanks  are  in  villages 
not  yet  sewered,  there  is  a  distinct  pointer  to  the  fact  that  the 
Council  cannot  relax  its  effort  to  supply  sewers  and  disposal 
systems  to  all  the  grouped  communities  within  the  Rural  District.

HOUSING 


After  a  year  of  almost  complete  inactivity,  in  so  far  as 
actual  housd  building  was  concerned,  the  year  commenced  with 
twenty- six  dwellings  actually  under  construction.  The  schemes 
were  centred  in  Market  Weighton  and  Pocklington,  the  latter 
programme  completing  a  site  which  was  begun  in  1957,  and 
advantage  had  been  taken  of  the  suitability  of  the  Estate  for 
a  group  of  Welfare  Bungalows.  Sixteen  bungalows  of  the  one 
bedroom  type  were  provided  in  two  blocks  of  six,  and  one  of  four, 
with  a  wardens  bungalow  and  Common  room  conveniently  situated  in 
the  centre  of  the  group.  This  venture  was  completed  in  July,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  it  was  seen  that  the  experiment  was  proving 
successful  in  every  respect.  Three  of  the  important  features 
were  undef floor  heating  of  the  bungalows,  instant  hot  water  and 
a  bell  warning  system,  wired  from  each  bungalow  to  the  Warden's 
home.  The  development  in  Market  Weighton  was  confined  to  a  block 
of  four  flats  in  an  area  where  demolition  of  unsound  property 
had  been  demolished,.  Later  in  the  year,  however,  approval  was 
given  to  a  new  shceme  at  Sancton  Road  in  the  same  Parish,  and 
during  the  Autumn  the  scheme  was  well  under  way. 
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The  programme  for  Barmby  Moor  and  Stamford  Bridge, 
which  had  received  Ministry  approval,  was  finally  abandoned 
through  difficulty  in  agreeing  tender  figures.  It  was  decided 
that  new  tenders  should  be  invited. 

The  Council's  most  ambitious  scheme  for  redevelopment 
got  well  under  way,  with  the  purpose  and  closure  of  property 
in  the  Chapmangate  area  of  Pocklington,  and  progress  was  so 
good  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  was  in  a  position 
to  invite  tenders  for  Stage  1  of  the  development.  Only  in  the 
case  of  one  property  did  a  controversial  situation  arise,  which 
resulted  in  complete  deadlock  in  the  negotiations.  The 
Council  was  forced  into  Compulsory  Purchase  action  and  the 
enquiry  was  held  in  the  middle  of  December. 

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  to  bring  property 
up  to  modern  requirements  amounted  to  86,  and  it  was  a  pleasing 
feature  to  record  that  several  owners  of  property,  who  were 
faced  with  expenditure  on  W.C.  conversions  with  nev/  sewage  schemes, 
chose  to  provide  all  amenities  with  the  aid  of  grants. 

The  Council  continued  with  their  policy  of  Slum 
Clearance,  and  notices  v/ere  served  on  properties  where  the 
tenants  were  likely  to  be  rehoused  at  an  early  date,  or  where 
the  property  v/as  such  that  its  early  closing  and  demolition 
wa s  imp  erat ive .

The  main  concern  during  the  year,  ms  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Cruelty  and  Hygiene  'Regulations,  in  relation 
to  Slaughterhouses  for  the  Ministry  in  accepting  the  Council’s 
report  fixed  1st  April,  1962,  as  the  operative  date  by  which  the 
Slaughterhouses  within  the  Area  had  to  be  brought  up  to  standard. 
Despite  the  hope  that  slaughtering  facilities  might  be  confined 
to  one  Slaughterhouse  in  Pocklington  for  that  area,  it  was 
clearly  evident  at  the  year  end  that  this  would  not  materialise. 
Most  of  the  owners  had  taken  some  steps  towards  getting  their 
premises  ready  and  indications  were  that  six  Slaughterhouses 
would  be  in  operation  after  1st  April,  1962.
